58 YEARS, DIES 


Widely Known Specialist 
in Tuberculosis Succumbs 
at 79 to Complication of 
Ailments. 


Dr. Louis C. Boisliniere, widely 
known physician here for 58 years, 
specializing in diseases of the chest, 
died at 3 o’clock this morning of a 
complication of ailments in his 
apartment at the Coronado Hotel. 
He was 79 years old. 

It was as a result of his encour- 


agement that many young physi- 
cians in St. Louis became interest- 


ed in tuberculosis and -he sna Jane 


garded as the dean of tuberculosis 
specialists in the city. For 32 years 
he was chief of staff of Mount St. 
Rose. Sanatorium, 9101 South 
Broadway. For 31 years he was 
on the faculty of St. Louis Univer- 
sity. 

In recent years he devoted two 
days a week to medical education, 
training young residents at Mount 
St. Rose. A frequent contributor 
to programs of the National Tu- 
berculosis Association and _ the 
Southern and St. Louis medical 
societies, he also wrote often on 
the therapeutics of tuberculosis. 
He took an active part in the dis- 
cussion of the relation between 
silicosis and tuberculosis, .writing 
of his clinical observatigns. 


Born in St. Louis, he was the son 


of Dr. Louis C. Boisliniere, an ob-i& 


stetrician and the first physician 
elected Coroner of St. Louis, in 
1858. The elder Dr. Boisliniere, 
born on the French island of 
Guadeloupe in the West Indies, was 
educated as a lawyer in France, 
then came to the United States. He 
studied medicine in Uouisville, Ky., 
and St, Louis and began his prac- 
tice here. 

Dr. Boisliniere Jr. obtained his 
bachelor’s degree at St. Louis Uni-| 
versity in 1879, his master’s a year 
later and his medical degree in 
1882 at St. Louis Medical College, 
now Washington University School 
of Medicine. 

He interned for a year at City 
Hospital, then was resident in the

"1. We stand for peace and 
strengthening of business relations 
with all countries. That is our posi- 
tion, and we shall adhere to this 
position as long as these countries 
maintain like relations with the 
Soviet Union and as long: as they 
make no attempt to trespass on the 
interests of our country. 

“2. We stand for close and friend- 
ly relations with all neighboring 
countries which have common fron- 
tiers with the U. 8S. S. R. That is 
our position and we shall adhere 
to this position as long as these 
countries maintain like relations 
with the Soviet Union and as long

Details of Pacts With Nazis. 


A Russian communique on the 
five agreements signed with Ger- 
many yesterday at the Kremlin 
said last night that “all economic 
problems” between the countries 
had been settled. Tass, official So- 
viet news agency, added that the 
pacts were negotiated “in the spirit 
of mutual understanding and Con- 
fidence conforming to the friendly 
relations existing between the U. 
Ss. S. R. and Germany.” 

Besides broadening trade rela- 
tions between the countries, the 
agreements were said to have fixed 
mutual. boundaries in newly ac- 
quired territories and settled re- 
sulting repatriation problems. To 
carry out the repatriation process, 
‘expected to be completed in 75 
days, simultaneous agreements 
were signed in Riga, Latvia, and 
Kaunas, Lithuania, to cover the 
Baltic states absorbed by Russia.

Partisan Committee Named.

Howard Elliott of St. Louis Coun- 
ty, Republicans, said that under 
the law the resolution did not grant 
any power to recount the ballots. 

Blair’s petition charged that 
there were irregularities in the 
election in many counties, that 
fraud had been committed and 
that money had been used illegally, 
and asserted’ that McDaniel had 
been elected rather than Donnell. 

When the Legislature went into 
joint session late yesterday after- 
noon, Senator Dick B. Dale of Rich- 
mond presented a resolution for 
the appointment of a committee to 
cast up the returns of the last 
election, a duty which the Con- 
stitution imposes on Speaker 
Morris &, Osburn of the House. 
This resolution, which was the re- 
sult of a caucus conference of 
Senate Democrats Thursday night, 
named the committee to consist 
of six Democrats and four Repub- 
licans, 

Investigators Hand-Picked. 

It was known that the Demo- 
cratic State Committee plan was 
to have this committee continued 
as the investigating committee aft- 
er it had refused to certify that 
Donnell had received the highest 
number of votes and had been 
elected Governor. Consequently, 
the members were hand-picked to 
make certain the Democrats on 
the committee did not include any 
who were disposed to question the 
carrying out of the political 
scheme. It made no _ difference 
about the Republican members, as 
they will be virtually ignored in 
the functioning of the committee. 

The committee members named 
were Senators L. N. Searcy of Emi- 
nence and Jess D. Sexton of Law- 
son and Representatives Roy Ham- 
lin of Hannibal, Paul K. Gibbons 
of Edina and H. C. Crist of Spring- 
field, Democrats, and Senators Ray 
Mabee of Unionville and Rozier of 
Perryville and Representatives Ran- 
dall R. Kitt of Chillicothe and C. 
P. Junge of Cole Camp, Repub- 
licans, with one Democratic Sena- 
tor yet to be named by the presid- 
ing officer of the Senate. 


G. O P. Makes “Record.” 

On the introduction of the reso- 
lution, the Republicans, under the 
leadership of Elliott and Rozier, 
began making a “record” as a 
basis for the application for writ 
of mandamus, knowing that with a 
Democratic majority of 44, the 
Legislature would support’ the 
Democratic State Committee plan. 

They opposed the resolution on 
the ground that under the Consti- 
tution it was the duty of Speaker 
Osburn to open and cast up the 
returns and declare the election of 
the officers receiving the highest 
number of votes, and that- there 
was no authority for the appoint- 
ment of a committee. Rozier pre- 
sented a written demand that the 
Speaker perform his duty. 

Under interrogation from Rozier 
as to whether he intended to per- 
form the duty of opening the re- 
turns and declaring the result of 
the election, Osburn replied that 
he intended to do so after the com- 
mittee had reported back to the 
Assembly, “and not until then.” 
However, he changed his mind aft- 
er the resolution had been adopted, 
and opened the returns and an- 
nounced the results on all offices 
except Governor. 

Test Vote. 

The test vote of the Legislature 
came on a resolution submitted by 
Rozier demanding that the Speak- 
er open the retur~s and declare the 
names of the election winners. 
After Senator McReynolds had said 
that he believed the Dale resolution 
did not conform to the Constitu- 
tion and that he conceived it to be 
the “duty of the majority to observe 
with scrupulous care the exact lan- 
guage of the Constitution,” 
after Senator Smith had added his 
support to McReynold’s position, 
the ‘vote was taken on Rozier’s de- 
mand. 7 

The Rozier resolution was defeat- 
ed, 103 to 79. Five Democratic Sen- 
ators and four Democratic.

fraud, a sham and a dishonorable attempt to steal the office,” follows: 


“Your committee reports that it 
has carefully considered the re- 
turns and canvassed the votes cast 
at said election for the office of 
Governor of Missouri and has, in 
many instances, found alleged mis- 
takes in the returns, and has been 
advised of various irregularities, il- 
legal votes, alleged violations of the 
law in connection with said elec- 
tion, upon which said returns have 
been made, illegal counting of votes 
causing errors and mistakes in said 
returns, fraud and the illegal use 
of money in connection with said 
election and upon which said re- 
turns were made, that in some of 
the precincts at least one of the 
election judges refused to and did 
not sign the returns or certify any 
result because of fraud and irregu- 
larities committed in said precinct, 
so that there were no returns cer- 
tified in said precinct upon which 
the County Clerk could make an of- 
ficial return tc this body, and your 
committee is, therefore, unable to 
definitely and correctly ascertain 
and determine who received the 
highest number of the votes cast in 
the State of Liissouri for the office 
of Governor. 

“Your committee finds and is ad- 
vised that the aforesaid conditions 
exist in the various precincts and 
counties of the State and the city 
of St. Louis. 

“Your committee further reports 


that it finds that a petition has 
been filed with the General As- 
sembly- of Missouri by James T. 
Blair Jr., a citizen and qualified 
voter of Cole County, wherein he 
alleges that the purpofted returns 
of the general election held in Mis- 
souri on Nov. 5, 1940, insofar as 
they pertain to the office of Gov- 
ernor, are incorrect, and that Law- 
rence McDaniel in truth and in 
fact received the highest number 
of votes for said office, and prays 
that the General Assembly investi- 
gate said election, correct the re- 
turns thereof and recount the bal- 
lots cast at said election in order 
that said General Assembly may 
ascertain and determine who re- 
ceived the highest number of 
votes for the office of Governor.” 

The Democrats, who signed this. 
report, were: Senators lL. N. Sear- 
cy of Eminence, floor leader; 
Emery W. Allison of Rolla and 
Jess D. Sexton of Lawson and Rep- 
resentatives Roy Hamlin of Han- 
nibal, Paul K. Gibbons of Edina 
and H. C. Crist of Springfield. 

Republican members of the com- 
mittee, who refused to sign the ma- 
jority report, but who were allowed 
to file a brief, dissenting minority 
report, were: Senators George A. 
Rozier of Perryville and Ray Ma- 
bee of Unionville and R. R. Kitt 
of Chillicothe and C, P, Junge of 
Cole Camp.

Every St. Louis Representative 
and every St. Louis Senator, except 
Kinney, voted with the machine. 

Elliott then attempted to amend 
the report by providing for a com-

they considered unconstitutional. 

After the original Dale resolution 
had been adopted, the Legislature 
fecessed for dinner and to permit 
the committee to-canvass the re- 
turns. 

The canvassing occupied nearly 
three hours after the evening ses- 
sion began, but the Democratic ma- 
jority on the committee had its 
lengthy report ready when the last 
figure was tallied. It was evident 
it had been prepared a considerable 
time before the canvass had be- 
gun. 

The report found that all Dem- 
ocratic candidates for State office 
had been elected, except for the 
governorship, for which the re- 
turns showed Donnell’s election, al- 
though the committee was gareful 
not to include any returns for that 
office in its report. 

Committee Assails. 

When the report was presented 
for adoption, Senator Rozier 
charged on the floor that Republic- 
an members of the committee were 
not even permitted to read the re- 
‘port, that it was jerked from his 
hand by a Democratic member 
and that the Republicans were not 
accorded time to prepare a minor- 
ity report. At his request, Lieut- 
enant Governor Frank G. Harris 
gave him the time for the hurried 
preparation of such a report. | 

This report denied the truth of

Head of Monsanto Called

WASHINGTON, Jan. 11.— A 
subpena was issued here yesterday 
for Edgar M. Queeny of St. Louis, 
wealthy head of the Monsanto 
Chemical Co., to appear next 
Thursday before the special Fed- 
eral grand jury investigating cam- 
paign expenditures. 

The subpena was issued on order 
of Maurice M. Milligan, Special As- 
sistant to the Attorney General in 
charge of the grand jury investi- 
gation. Milligan, United States Dis- 
triet Attorney at Kansas City, pros- 
ecuted “Boss” Pendergast and 
many of his political henchmen. 

Queeny is being called, it is un- 
derstood, with other members of 
the Republican Committee on Fi- 
nance. The St. Louis manufacturer 
is to be questioned on expenditures 
in Missouri where, it has been 
charged, sums were contributed 
and spent far in excess of the 
Hatch Act. 

After a tentative investigation 
Senator Gillette, chairman of the 
Senate Committee inquiring into 
campaign expenditures, announced 
that no evidence had been found 
of Hatch Act violations in St. 
Louis. This was hotly challenged 
by Representative John J. Coch- 
ran, who charged that Gillette’s 
investigation had not been a thor- 
ough one. 

Also summoned before the Grand 
Jury, for Tuesday, was Verne Mar- 
shall, head of the No Foreign War 
Committee, who named W. R. Da- 
vis, oil operator, as a backer of his 
committee.

sectarian charity fund. ; 
Arthur Baer, president of the de- 
partment store company, said he 
had no statement at this time in 
reference to establishment of a 
charity fund. Ben L. Shifrin, at- 
torney, who filed the will, said he 
could not estimate value of the 
estate until an inventory was made. 
In the will, dated Feb. 6, 1940, 
Mr. Baer, who died Dec, 12, said: 
“I had the purpose of creating a 
non-sectarian charity fund to serve 
a charitable purpose which seemed 
very worthy to me, but I am un- 
able to estimate what will be the 
value of my net estate. 

“My son fully understands my 
wishes in this matter. He has a 
sincere love for me and ig imbued 
with a fine sense of the social ob- 
ligations of wealth. If he feels fi- 
nancially able, he will carry out 
my wishes. I impose no obligation 
on hi mto do so, but leave it en- 
tirely to his discretion.” 

The will said Mr. Baer already 
had provided for his niece, Flora 
Altschul, with an annuity policy 
and other policies. It provided for 
appointment of Arthur Baer, only 
survivor of the immediate family, 
as executor to serve without bond. 
Mr. Baer, who was 80 years old 
and resided at Hotel Chase, also 
had a fine sense of social obliga- 
tions of wealth. About most of his 
philanthropies he let little be 
known, but after his death friends 
and employes recalled numerous in- 
stances of kindly acts and private 
financial aid by him. 

Many years ago he and his broth- 
er, Sigmund, established a $100,000 
pension fund for employes of the 
department store. In 1932 he fi- 
nanced several hundred families in 
the raising of vegetables in gar- 
dens he established at Kingshigh- 
way and San Francisco avenue and 
at Tower Grove and Magnolia ave- 
nues. 

A foundation to show sound films 
at more than 650 hospitals and 
charitable institutions was estab- 
lished in his honor by his son five 
years ago.

Tells Court He Has No 


Money, Offers to Turn 
Over All Records. 


Harold J. Kattelman, convicted 
bucketshop owner, received a final 
clearance today in the contempt 
case against him in the United 
States District Court and was or- 
dered released from custody. 
Kattelman, who completed a 
term in the Federal penitentiary 
at Fort Leavenworth early this 
month, had been held in jail pend- 
ing final disposition of a 1935 court 
order to turn over $39,205 in cash 
and other property to creditors. 
Appearing before United States 
District Judge George H. Moore, 
the bankrupt former bucketshop 
operator testified he had no part 
of the $39,205, which he said he 
had turned over to his wife and 


debt. He expressed a desire to 
“co-operate fully” with the Govern- 
ment in a review of his records 
and added he would willingly turn 
over any records or other informa- 
tion desired. His release was then 
ordered by Judge Moore. 
Kattelman had been held in con- 
tempt of court for failure to com- 
ply with the order that he turn 
over the assets for creditors. He 
spent eight months in jail under 
the contempt sentence before he 
pleaded guilty of mail fraud, per- 
jury and violation of the Securities 
and Exchange Act in 1937 and went 
to the penitentiary under a five 
year sentence. 

In court today he said he has 
no money and no immediate pros- 
pect of a job and that his wife 
has been supporting hérself by 
teaching in a private school. Re- 
garding his turning the assets over 
to Mrs. Kattelman and her sister, 
Miss Mildred Logeman of Chicago, 
he said the women had lent him 
the money, their entire fortune, and 
that “when a man is in trouble he 
tries to protect those nearest him.” 
He offered to turn over to credi- 
tors his $320 soldier’s bonus, which 
he asserted is his only asset at 
this time. 

Clem F. Storckman, attorney for 
Kattelman, told reporters Miss 
Logeman had made a settlement 
of $12,000 with the trustee of Kat- 
telman’s bankrupt estate in con- 
nection with the $39,205. 


ACCUSES EMPLOYE OF FORCING 
HIM TO WRITE $2000 CHECK 


Tavern Owner Says He Had Kept 
$1000 for Bartender but Latter 
Claimed It Was More. 

A bartender was held by police 
today on complaint of his employer, 
Dan Cheklich, owner of a tavern at 
2601 Park avenue, who said the 
man forced him to write a check 
for $2000 at the point of a pistol 
yesterday morning. 

Cheklich said he had kept $1000 
for the bartender, who had worked 
for him since 1934. Yesterday 
he demanded his money and 
insisted the sum was $2000, 
Cheklich told officers.

Railroads Criticise Truck Law Editorial. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 
f Yen railroads of Missouri are sure 
the Post-Dispatch will allow space for 
comment on a recent editorial, which, 
in their view, gives a distorted picture 
of one phase of the transportation situa- 
tion. 

In an editorial of Dec. 28, “Truck Laws 
and National Defense,” the Post-Dis- 
patch, whether intentionally or not, 
serves not the public, but a special in- 
terest, strongly financed, that seeks under 
the cloak of national defense to break 
down restrictions the states have im- 
posed in the interest of the public on 
the operation of trucks on the highways. 
The cloak worn by these assailants of the 
public interest, quoted by the Post-Dis- 
patch, is the familiar one of “trade bar- 
riers,” and the catch phrase used to preju- 
dice the uninformed is opposition to “the 
Balkanization of the United States.” 

In taking exception to the editorial, 
the Missouri railroads desire to state 
that every railroad in the State, far from 
favoring unfair legislation to regulate 
transportation on our highways, aggres- 
sively opposes such legislation. Far from 
favoring “Balkanization of the United 
States,” they vigorously oppose it. 

The Post-Dispatch cites a notable list 
of delays in truck operations by reason, 
as it is claimed, of unfair highway regu- 
lations imposed by various states. In 
every instance cited, such delay could 
have been, and it is safe to say would 
have been, avoided if the agency best 
suited for transportation of the particu- 
lar shipment or shipments had been used 
in the first instance. 

If highway control] legislation in the 
several states presents a “fantastic maze 
of conflicting regulations,” it may be 
contended, with equal force, that state 
laws in regard to taxation and police 
regulation of railroads presents a like 
“fantastic maze of conflicting regula- 
tions.” There is no such thing as uni- 
formity in these matters relating to rail- 
roads among the several states, and, 
granted that some of these regulations of 
trucks as well as railroads may appear 
fantastic, there is good reason in the 
majority of instances why the regulations 
should differ in the various states. 

There is not a highway in Missouri, 
for example, that would last 30 days under 
New York's 78,000-pound load limit. In 
fact, the State’s most important high- 
way, between its two largest cities, has 
been broken down and is in need of re- 
building because of lax regulation of 
truck operation, much of it interstate, 
by our commonwealth. Our road-build- 

ing program did not envisage the opera- 
tion of “freight trains on the highways,” 
and our roads were not built for that. 

The railroads are among the heaviest 
taxpayers in Missouri, and railroad men, 

as citizens and private users of the high- 
ways, are quite as interested as other 
citizens in their preservation. 

The railroads seek no favors for them- 
selves as agencies of transportation, and 
they ‘hope no other agencies of transpor- 
tation will be able té beguile from our 
Legislature special favors under the 
guise of alleged preparedness, removal 
of so-called trade barriers (which in 
the cases cited are no more than proper 
police requiations of highway commerce) 
or unfounded claims of attempts at “the 
Balkanization of the United States.”

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DO THE PEOPLE WANT WAR?. 
President Roosevelt is asking Congress to give him 
a blank check to wage war. That.is the plain mean- 
ing of the bill which has just been introduced in both 
houses, 

Senator Clark says the measure permits the Pres- 
ident “to declare war so far as international affairs 
are concerned and to set up a totalitarian govern- 
ment so far as domestic affairs are concerned.” 

Senator La Follette says the bill “is a demand that 
Congress abdicate vital and important powers.” 

On the opposite side, Senator Green of Rhode Is- 
land looks upon it as “a bill to ald the United States, 
using Great Britain to help us while we prepare our 
defense.” 

In our opinion, it is wishful thinking to suppose 
that the United States can go so far as the bill pro- 


soon will be not half-way in, but all the way in the 
war. 

Is that what the people of the United States desire? 

If we turn this country into an arsenal for Great 
Britain, lending or leasing the products of our fac- 
tories—which means giving the products of our fac- 
tories—we discard the last vestige of neutrality. 

We become in effect active allies of Great Britain. 

But the bill goes even farther than that. It per- 
mits the President to sell, transfer, exchange, lease, 
lend or otherwise dispose of any defense article. 
What does “otherwise dispose of” mean? What does 
“defense article’ mean? Does this not mean that 
the President will be empowered to give Britain any- 
thing we have, including ships and munitions owned 
by the United States army and navy? 

It permits the British navy to use American ports. 
It apparently permits turning over American military 
secrets to Britain. 

It would be only another tan to send our men 
after our supplies. 

In urging quick enactment of the bill, the Presi- 
dent said a week’s delay by Congress meant a week’s 
delay in delivering the goods. Surely, he did not 
mean to imply that a bill of this vital import 
should be railroaded through Congress. And surely 
Congress, if that is what he did imply, will do its 
duty and give this bill the profound consideration 
which it demands. 

If, in the end, the bill is passed, it is inconceivable 
that the vast powers it contains“would be vested in 
the hands of a single man, representing a single de- 
partment of government. For this is a matter in- 
volving the whole nation of 130,000,000 persons, pos- 
sibly the lives of many, certainly the fortunes of us 
all, There must, therefore, be such a check on the 
President, for example, as a special congressional 
committee which would be entitled to approve or dis- 
approve specific acts as they are proposed. 

Under the Neutrality Act, the British have the 
right to come over here and buy everything they can 
pay for and carry away in their own ships, and we 
believe that has the complete support of the Ameri- 
can people. 

But it is something different if we, the American 
people, pay for and give Britain the munitions of 
war. 
ment, turn over to a belligerent the ships and muni- 
tions owned by our own navy and army. 

We do not quibble about international law. Hitler 
has made a dead letter of that. There is no such 
thing any more, 

What we are talking about is the question as to 
whether the United States is going to enter the war 
jas an active belligerent. 

“Aid to Britain” is a very appealing phrase. We 
imagine that in the City of St. Louis there. is not a 
corporal’s guard which would not favor aid to Brit- 
ain, the most generous aid to Britain. 
| But this is not merely a question of generosity to 

a brave and beleaguered nation. It involves nothing 
less than the destiny of the United States. 

Of course, no one can say exactly when aid to 
Britain ceases to be aid to Britain and becomes an 
active military and naval alliance with Britain. 

In the opinion of many persons, however, the limit 
has now been reached and, if Congress passes the 
bill, giving the President these extraordinary pow- 
ers, the limit, in this same opinion, will have been 
surpassed. 

We ask again: Do the American people want to 
face the full consequences? 

If they want to enter what William Allen White 
recently prophesied would be a “30-year war,” that 
is one thing. -We do not believe, however, that 
they do. 

Let us make it perfectly plain that the chance of 
war, at the moment, does not lie in Hitler attacking 
} us. It lies in our attacking him. 

Hitler has his hands full, If he wanted to wage 
war on the United States, he already has had numer- 
ous excuses to do so.

| One thinks Great Britain is our first line of defense, 


and considers our interests inextricably bound up 
with Britain’s. 

The other school of thought, while freely conced- 
ing that it is to our interest for Britain to hold out 
as long as possible, thinks we should arm to the hilt 
to defend ourselves, meanwhile avoiding participa- 
tion in another European war.

. Missouri’s State Division of Child Hygiene is no 
more. It has been “liquidated” by Dr. Harry F. 
Parker, State Health Commissioner. The division’s 
director has been dismissed, as have, certain other 
employes.

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BULGARIA’S SORDID STORY. | 


In the constant: shifting of the Old World’s mili- | 


tary and diplomatic fronts, Bulgaria enters the spot- 
light again. It has been there many times before, 
usually as a center of intrigue and double-crossing. 

If the Germans occupy Bulgaria, as they seem re- 
solved to do unless Russia objects too strenuously, the 
country will resume a role of subjection it occupied 
for 500 years under the Turks. After the Buigarians 
had been put down with savage cruelty. when they at- 
tempted to revolt in 1876, théy became allies of Rus- 
sia, in the Russo-Turkish war of 1877, and Aheir 
independence was recognized in the treaty that 
ended that conflict. But the other Powers did not 
relish the idea of a strong Slavic bloc; at the Con- 
gress of Berlin in 1878, they cut down the size of 
the new state and compelled it to accept Turkey's 
nominal sovereignty. 

In 1908, after the Ottoman Empire had been weak- 
ened by the revolt of the Young Turks, Bulgaria 
declared itself independent. In 1912, it joined Greece, 
Serbia and Montenegro in war on Turkey, but the two 
former countries got most of Turkey's European ter- 
ritory, at Bulgaria’s expense. In the Second Balkan 
War (1913), Bulgaria som, still more territory to its 
former allies. 

Since Russia had tailed her in 1913, Bulgaria 
joined the Central Powers when the World War be- 
gan, after Germany had promised the lost terri- 
tories would be restored. Instead, when Germany 
was defeated, Bulgaria again lost land to the’other 
Balkan nations. The Allies in 1919 promised Bul- 


garia an outiet to the Mediterranean, but the pledge | 


was never kept. 
The threatened German occupation will doubtless 
be welcome to many Bulgarian leaders, since the 


process of Nazi penetration has made great head- | 


way among them in the last few years. Even those 
loyal to Bulgaria feel no sympathy for the anti- 
Nazi cause, in view of the treatment their country 
received at the Allies’ hands after the last war.

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A Brief Against the City Zoning Bill 


Builder of apartments and hotels argues that proposed ordinance, 


now under consideration would work a hardship on St. Louis with- 
out bringing benefits; provisions, he says, are “‘unreasonable” and 


To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: ° 

T must be taken for granted that a zon- 
| ing law which is practical, reasonable and 

constitutional is a good thing for the 
community. . 

On my experience as a lawyer and build- 
er, I believe that this new zoning bill is un- 
constitutional and in many respects drastic 


and unreasonable. Zoning laws are based on 
police. power, on grounds of public health, 


safety and general welfare, permitting mu- 


nicipalities to make reasonable restrictions 
on private property and its use. In order 
to be constitutional, however, a zoning law 
must be confined to these principles and 
must be reasonable. An unreasonable law, 
although based on these principles, would 
not be constitutional. The test is reason- 
ableness. 

There are two major changes in this new 
bill that would affect the value of millions 
of dollars of property. They are not in the 
present zoning law and are entirely new. 
First, a provision compelling property own- 
ers to build a garage to provide parking 
space for automobiles. Second, compelling 
property owners to provide for loading and 
unloading of merchandise within the build- 
ing or adjacent to a public alley. Both pro- 
visions, * my opinion, are unconstitutional.

Single family dwellings are restricted to 


two and onethalf stories in height, with side | 


yards of five feet. If three stories, 10-foot 
side. yards must be provided. <A 6ne-half 
story having living quarters is considered 
one story. Hardly without exception in all 
two-and-one-half-story houses the one- 
half upper story is used for living quarters 
for servants. Most styles of architecture 
require an upper one-half story. To require 
10-foot side lots, or total of 20 feet, on the 
usual building lot, would be prohibitive. 

Front and rear yards must be 25 feet. 
Garages in the rear must stay five fect off 
the side lines; There are not six dwellings 
in the hundreds of fine, far above the av- 
erage homes in the section bounded by 
KingshighWay to Walton and Pershing to 
Hortense and Lenox places, that wbuld con- 
form to these requirements.

dential districts. No churches would be per- 
mitted in the “A” residential district. 
perience shows that the first question asked 
by @ prospective purchaser of a home is, 
“How near are schools and churches?” 
Churches and buildings with . assembly 
halis, in some districts, must vide ga- 
rages or parking space sufficient for one 
car for each four seating capacity. A church 
of 1200 seats would necessitate a lot 
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“unconstitutional”; finds blight and lack of zoning are not related. 


Public buildings and institutions may in- 
crease their height to 85 feet if front, rear 
and side yards are increased one foot for 
each foot over the recognized height in the 
district. Such a restriction in some districts 
would require that the front and rear yards 
would of necessity be 75 feet. On a lot of 
150-foot depth nothing would be left for the 
building. 


In the last 25 years, more than $5,000,000 | 


has been spent for buildings erected on 
Lindell boulevard, Grand boulevard to 
Kingshighway. With but three exceptions, 
not one of these buildings would conform 
to all the restrictions in this bill. Among 
these buildings are the Melbourne, Coronado 
and Chase hotels, all the larger apartments, 
the Elks’ Club, Masonic Temple and Moolah 
Temple. 

The city blocks in which the seven com- 
mitteemen holding these meetings reside, 
all in different wards, which is a good cross- 
section of the city, would show that hardly 
one building in the entire seven blocks would 
conform to all the restrictions. Of the last 
100 building permits issued by the city for 
dwellings and apartments, not five would 
conform, 

Not more than a half-dozen of all the 
hundreds of buildings in the downtown cen- 
tral business district would conform to the 
loading and unloading provisions. To my 
knowledge, not a square block in the entire 


city improved by buildings would conform 


to all these restrictions.

BYRNES DISCUSSES 
WORKING OF PLAN 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 11 (AP). — 
Specific methods by which the 
administration would extend aid to’ 
Britain under the proposed lease-| 
lend bill began to take shape to-: 
day while congressional critics 
called for restriction of the vast 
powers which the measure would 
confer on President Roosevelt. 

Senator Byrnes of South Caro- 
lina, who participated in prelirhin- 
ary conferences on the legisiation 
introduced in Congress yesterday, 
said it was likely that, if ap- 
proved, the program would be put 
into operation by the President; 
chiefly through the new Office of 
Production Management. | 

This, he said, would permit‘ com- 
plete correlation of arms produc- 
tion for American and production’ 
for British use. The office, headed 
by William S. Knudsen and Sidney’ 
Hillman with Secretary of War 
Stimson and Secretary of Navy 
Knox as members, has been given 
full responsibility for American’ 
production. 

Other sources said that agencies. 
such as the Reconstruction Fi- 
nance Corporation might be called 
on to handle some phases of the 


: 

The first necessity for making’ 
the program effective; Byrnes said, 
is a survey of production capacity 
to determine exactly how much 
and what kinds of equipment can:

Wheeler (Dem.), Montana, and 
Clark (Dem.), Missouri, discussed 
the measure at an informal con- 
ference last night. They are ex- 
pected to try to defeat the bill, and 
failing that, to propose numerous 
restrictive amendments. 

They have generally been at odds 
with administration foreign policy. 
On the other hand, Senator Austin 
of Vermont, the acting Republican 
leader of the Senate, said that 
while he was in sympathy with 
basic administration foreign policy, 
he believed there should be some 
check on’ the authority proposed 
for the President.

Estimates of Cost. 

Estimates of the eventual cost 
of the program have ranged as 
high as ten billion dollars. Sena- 
tor George said the first appropri- 
ations to be requested probably 
would be in hundreds of millions 
rather than in billions. The Presi- 
dent, however, may ask at the same 
time, George said, for authority to 
make a great many contracts for 
which actual appropriations would 
be voted later. 

Among those critical of the new 
bill is Senator Taft (Rep.), Ohio, 
who said it “combines all the faults 
of the worst New Deal legislation, 
including unlimited delegation of 
authority and blank check appro- 
priations.” He added that it “au- 
thorizes the President to make war 
on any nation in the world, and 
to enter the present war if he 
wishes to do so, as he apparentiy 
does.” 

Representative Vorys (Rep.), 
Ohio, called the bill “a streamlined, 
modern declaration of war” and 
Senator Clark said it was “simply 
a bill authorizing the President to 
declare war.” 

“The bill simply translates into 
legislative form the policy of mak- 
ing this country an arsenal for the 
democracies,” said Majority Lead- 
er Barkley of Kentucky, who in- 
troduced it in the Senate. 

Speaker Rayburn said the meas- 
ure represented “the practical and 
efficient way” to “aid the democra- 
cies.” 

Administration leaders were criti- 
cised by Representative Martin of 
Massachusetts, House minority 
leader, because, he said, they had 
not consulted Republicans as they 
prepared it, yet had asked that it 
be considered “in a non-partisan 
way.”

One of them, “The Nutcracker,” 
offered a setting for the three 
principals who captured the honors 
of the evening, and the “Capriccio 
Espagnol” supplied that melange 


of rhythmic mass and swirling col- · 


or such as makes one look around 
for the vine leaves in his neigh- 
bor’s hair. 

“The Nutcracker” was fashioned 
out of both the program and the 
music of Tschaikowsky’s “Nut- 
cracker Suite” and though the 
story was revised and expanded 
and the musical background was 
fied out with excerpts from oth- 
er scores the warm, insinuating 
charm of the original remained. 
The production as a whole had a 
mood of sustained delight, but it 
took the individual efforts of Mia 
Slavenska, Andre Eglevsky and 
Roland Guerard to give its its bril- 
liant highlights. 


Slavenska’s Dancing Effortless. 

The pas deux in the first act 
danced by Mme. Slavenska and Mr. 
Egievsky as the Snow Queen and 
Prince, respectively, was a thing 
as beautifully designed and puno 
tuated as a classic poem. Slaven- 
ska is not a flaming torch. She is, 
in fact, a little cool—cool but lumi- 
nous—and being so she throws the 
formal aspects of her movements 
into greater relief than an artist 
who conquers by the warmth of 
her temperament, 


Her performance as the Snow 
Queen and in the Adagio, Varia- 
tions and Coda which came in the 
second part was, therefore, a mat- 
ter of supreme control and. effort- 
less plasticity. Mr. Eglevsky, for 
his part, was a perfect counter- 
poise. He moved with the same 
precision and fluency and exhibited 
in his person the masculine coun- 
terpart of her elegant beauty. 

Mr. Guerard made his particular 
contribution in the Chinese dance, 
attaining elevation with every evi- 
dence of ease and adding a touch 
of humor and imagination besides. 

This whole ballet was superior 
in every respect. The other per- 
formers all kept to a high level of 
technical proficiency and imagina- 
tive insight. . 


The costuming by Andre Benois 
deserves special mention, not only 
because of their design but also of 
the unerring accaracy in the choice 
of colors. What was offered was 
not just a chromatic splurge but 
an arrangement that had unity and 
variety and special significance. 

In the “Capriccio Espagnol” it 
was the ensemble which touched 
the imagination, and kept the 
senses whirling. But though the 
ballet was one whose dynamics 
were concerned chiefly with the 
rhythm of the music there was not 
a time when the composition of the 
mass that filled the stage, in its 
lighting, its balance and its per- 
spective, was not peculiarly grat- 
ifying te the eye. This combina- 
tion of seemingly wilful flow and 
freedom and fundamental order ex- 
pressed ‘the genius of Leonide Mas- 
sine who did the choreography in 
collaboration with Argentinita. 
Massine, of course, was eloquently 
supported by Mariano Andreu, who 
designed the decor and costumes, 

The principals, with Massine, 
Danilova and Krasskova outstand- 
ing, and the corps de ballet, were 
all “in form” in the. best sense,

NEW YORK, Jan. 11 (AP).—The 
United States Golf Association re- 
grafted its amateur status defini- 
tion today to permit full-time 
school and college faculty mem- 
bers to teach golf without losing 
their amateur standing. 

The new ruling will permit such 
stars as Bea Barrett of Minneapo- 
lis and Virginia Guilfoil of Syra- 
cuse, N. V, who have completed 
college physical education courses, 
to accept jobs as golf coaches pro- 
yided they “are full-time members 
ef the faculty of recognized in- 
stitutions of learning, only a minor 

of whose duties include in- 
struction in golf. The teacher 
must confine instruction to regu- 
larly enrolled students to the insti- 
tution by which he is employed.”

Steele, Winner Over 


Nagurski, Will Meet 
Thesz in Title Bout 


By Robert Morrison 


The State of Missouri is back 


wrestling championships. Chairman John J. Griffin, reversing an at- 
titude established by his predecessor, has announced the winner of a 
Ray Steele-Louis Thesz meeting will be recognized as heavyweight 
champion by the State Athletic Commission. 


Steele defeated Bronko Nagur- 
ski last’ night to reach the final 
of the commission-suggested elim- 
ination process and will meet 
Thesz, the last of the commission- 
recognized contenders, at the 
Arena, Jan, 27. 

Shortly after Griffin took office 
last year, he indicated the State 
commission would attempt.to fol- 
low generally along with the Na- 
tional Wrestling Association,.an or- 
ganization whose authority and 
jurisdiction is extremely vague. 

Present “Champion.” 

Steele is the present N. W. A. 
“champion.” Any rassling fan 
knows there are many other 
“champions” running around. in 
this country, Canada and South 
America, gaining their distinction 
either by their own claims or by 
arbitrary rulings of various city, 
state and sometimes promoter- 
controlled supervisory bodies. 

Griffin, having yet to investi- 
gate as fully as he would like 
the qualifications of the N. W. A. 
had not recognized Steele as cham- 
pion. He had announced, how- 
ever, a policy of eventually recog- 
nizing a champion, which was 
much more lenient than that of the 
previous commission. 

Two years ago, the Missouri com- 
mission then headed by Russell 
Murphy of St. Louis, ruled that 
all wrestling matches in the state 
were exhibitions and that no cham- 
pionships would be recognized. 

Asked how he had arrived at the 
decision to recognize the Steele- 
Thesz winner as champion, Griffin 
said all the ‘wrestlers who had ap- 
peared before the commission as 
contenders for the title had. been 
eliminated except Thesz. 

The reaction of some fans to this 
“title” business may be “So what?” 
The fact remains, however, that it 
igs not a “so what” thing to pro- 
moters, for with its attendant pub- 
licity it means a considerable dif- 
ference in the number of cash cus- 
tomers. 

An example is the crowd of 9054, 
the largest in many months, which 
turned out for the third N. W. A. 
“title” affair between Steele and 
Nagurski last night at the Audi- 
torium. | 

Losing the first fall in 26:17 on 
flying tackles, Steele came back to 
win the next two of the three in 
15:35 (back-body drop) and 4:33 for 

a total time of 46 minutes and 25 
seconds. This was the first time a. 
three-fall match had been held| 
here in 12 years.

Usual Protest,

New York Investment 
Firms Propose Buying 
English-Held American 
Stocks and Bonds. ~ 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 11 (AP).— 
Highly placed Federal officials said 
today that the British Government 
might be asked to put up about 
two billion dollars of British assets 
in the United States as collateral 
for war materials President Roose- 
velt has proposed to lend to Brit- 
ain. 

These authorities, who declmed 
to be quoted by name, reported 
that the plan was being considered 
“earnestly” to supplement a pro- 
posal by large New York invest- 
ment trusts to purchase approxi- 


mately $600,000,000 of British in- 
vestments in this country. One 
said this phase of the deal might 

“come to a head in a few days.” 

The investment trusts were re- 
ported to be interested chiefly in 
buying British-owned stocks and 
bonds of American : corporations. 

Whatever is left, if this deal goes 
through; will be American real es- 
tate and British-owned companies 
or subsidiaries operating here. 
These represent the largest propor- 
tion of British holdings in this 
country and are understood to ex- 
ceed two billion dollars in value. 
According to the plan under con- 
sideration, these would be placed 

in escrow with a Government cor- 
poration, as collateral for the war 
materials. | 
Administration’s Position. 

The officials indicated that this 
procedure had at least tentative 
approval in administration quar- 
ters and did not conflict with Pres- 
ident Roosevelt’s recent statement 
that it would be silly to~measure 
British aid in terms of dollars. 

The President was reported to 
have told various persons that the 
British should dig into their barrel 
of financial assets in order to 
justify the material loans he pro- 
posed. He was described as believ- 
ing that it would be unfair for the 
British to have billions in wealth 
in this country yet plead inability 

_ to pay for war materials. 

It was also said, however, that he 
took the view that some program for 
lending materials was necessary, 
first because available assets would 
not pay for all needs, and second 
because many of the assets would 
bed ifficult to convert into cash as 
speedily as would be necessary. 

Assets Eventually to Go to U. S. 

Presumably, informed persons 
said, the “slow” assets that might 
be put up as collateral for muni- 
tions eventually would become 
American property and be liqui- 
dated gradually. 

The British investments nearly 
all represent what individual Brit- 
ish investors or companies once 
owned, Most of them have been 
sequestered and taken over by the 
British Government. 

The investments sought by the 
American investment trusts are all 

. well-known stocks and bonds listed 
on the New York Stock and Curb 
exchanges. But the other assets 
range all the way from ownership 
of large industries in this country 
to title to thousands of acres of 
Texas range land. 

The Treasury and the Securities 
Commission were reported to be 
consulting with the investment 
_ trusts, who have been represented 

by Cyril Quinn of New York, de- 
scribed as an officer of Tri-Conti- 
nental Corporation.

British Convoy System Under Fire |¢ 
Submarine Losses'p 


Radical Revision or Discarding Is Advocated 
—the Pros and Cons; Navy Said 
to Need Destroyers. } 


By ROBERT E. BUNNELLE 
LONDON, Jan. 11 (AP).—Losses 
inflicted by German submarines on 
British shipping in recent months 
have stirred debate in shipping 
circles here on whether the convoy 
system has outlived its usefulness. 
Some quarters, pointing to week- 
ly losses averaging more than 60,- 
000 tons, believe the system needs 
radical overhauling, while others 
contend it should be -discarded. 
Before the Germans won. bases 
on the Bay of Biscay, outside the 
English Channel bottleneck, the 
British boasted that their convoys 
offered 98 per cent protection for 
merchant ships. 

After the German occupation of 
the French coast, however, the, 
merchant shipping losses jumped 
sharply, reaching a peak of 159,283 
tons for the week ended Sept. 23, 
1940. 

During the last week of 1940, an- 
nounced losses declined to 37,556 
tons, but informed sources attrib- 
uted the drop to bad wegther and 
a consequent decline in submarine 
activity rather than to any solution 
of the problem. 

Arguments being advanced 
against the convoy system are: 

1. It keeps needed shipping tied 
up in port awaiting the convoy 
formation, and then slows the 
movement of every ship to the 
speed of the slowest in the convoy. 
2. A convoy presents a better 
target for bombing planes than sin- 
gle ships and is easier for planes, 
“bird-dogging” for submarines, to 
find.

$3. Because a convoy moves slowly, 
planes can follow it until subma- 
rines get on the job or until an air 
attack can be made. 

4. It makes ships in the convoy 
line especially vulnerable to tor- 
pedoes. 

Defenders of the convoy system 
contend: 

1. British shipping losses from 
January to June, 1917, were 2,087,- 
000 tons but after institution of the 
convoys declined to 1,572,000 tons 
in the last half of that year. 

2. That uncontrolled merchant 
shipping would multiply the prob- 
lems of patrol and make easier the 
submarines and 
planes, which could lie in wait in 
the areas to the southwest. and 
northwest of the British Isles, 
sea 
traffic to the islands has to pass, 
and attack without fear. 

3. That single fast ships can and 
do travel alone and do suffer 
losses. 

4. That convoy ships are slow 
anyway and in any case would be 
easy targets. 

Britain’s navy, which maritime 
sources say now has to do three 
times more work than in 1917 and 
in 1918, when the United States and 
French navies were aiding the pa- 
trols, is said to need more destroy- 
ers for convoy patrol work. 

Many in naval circles believe 
that if the British had an adequate 
number of destroyers in addition 
to bases in Ireland, Great Britain 
would have the shipping issue 
licked.

Bill Rewritten After Meet- 
ing of Legislative 


Fixed at 70. 


School Attorney Emmet T. Car- 
ter rewrote the proposed bill for 
retirement of elderly school em- 
ployes today, after the board’s Leg- 
islative Committee went over the 
measure section by section and 
made revision’ at a lengthy meet- 
ing last night. 

As originally written by the 
board’s actuary, and approved by 
the teachers, the bill provided for 
$1000 pensions for those immediate- 


ly eligible for retirement. At con- 
ferences this week, the Legislative 
Committee decided $600 was the 
maximum that could be paid. 
Teachers objected strongly. Last 
night the committee approved the 
$600 maximum. The committee also 
agreed that retirement shall be 
compulsory at 70. By request, how- 
ever, the board may extend an 
employe’s tenure to 72 


Actuary Must Approve. 


The rewritten bill will be sent 
to the board’s actuary for his ap* 
proval. He is expected to return 
it by next Thursday. It will then 
be submitted to the School Board. 

Opening the meeting last night, 
Dr, Francis C. Sullivan, chairman, 
said: “Board members are sincere 
in wanting a retirement act for 
school employes. The only question 
is whether the program can be 
carried out in years to come. If 
the superintendent or any other 
officer can convince us the board 
can safely contribute more than 
$600 a year to each pensioner, then 
I’ll be ready to believe him.” 

Hugo Wurdack asserted. there 
was no provision prohibiting a 
trustee of the retirement fund from 
having an interest in a securities 
firm selling stocks or bonds to the 
fund. Carter replied there was a 
trustee 
from profiting by his position. It 
was agreed, however, to strengthen 
the provision. In further discus- 
sion, it was brought out that trus- 
tees might be subject to removal 
by the School Board. 


Lauenstein’s Views.

to Write 


O you want to write. Or do 
S you? Every day several hun- 

dred of you tell me that you do. 
You’ve always felt, you say, that 
you could be a writer if you’d give 
a little time to it. And you think 
it must be perfectly wonderful to 
sit down and talk to people and 
then see your stuff in print, with 
thousands of people reading it. 
Only, of course, you need to learn 
a few rules first. So would I mind 
tipping you off ,.. giving you a 
little start? 
No, I don’t mind in the least. I'd 
be delighted, stranger, to give you 
50 starts toward literary success— 
if that were possible. But, I 
wonder—do you really want to 
write? Are you truly in love 
with words, infatuated with ideas? 
Or are you just yearning for the 
spotlight? 
That last may seem an ill-na- 
tured remark, but it isn’t. It’s an 
honest, friendly query. And, if it 
is honestly answered, it may save 
you—and your long suffering as- 
sociates—infinite misery. 
Let’s cut out the twitters and 
get down to hard facts. Not one 
out of 500 would-be authors cares 
a hoot for writing in itself. They 
are merely rebelling against the 
drab obscurity of their lot, resent- 
ful and envious of those who have 
a place in the sun. And they think 
that writing is the answer to what 
ails them, 
There is nothing wrong in such 
rebellion. It‘is a perfectly natural 
urge, and should, by some means, 
be gratified. But it is a tragic 
waste of time and energy to try to 
gratify that by trying to write 
—uwunless there be a motive behind 
it entirely removed from egotism. 
For writing is not a snap. It 
can’t be done by “taking a little 
time.” It is one of the most dif- 


It entails bitter discipline. And it 
isn’t a parlor game for show-offs. 
As a means toward personal ag- 
grandizement, writing is always a 
bum bet. 

Why does the average amateur 
writer fail? That’s why. The stuff 
he produces means nothing to the 
reader. It was, indeed, never in- 
tended to mean anything to the 
reader. It was produced to tickle 
the vanity of the author, and has 
no higher aim than its spot upon 
some page. 

+ 

But the real writing goes far be- 
yond personal glory or printer’s 
ink. It has Jittle connection with 
the person who does it or the page 
that carries it. These are but 
mediums for its transmission. Real 
writing is actually not writing at 
all. It is universal hunger and 
fury, tenderness and fear, wonder 
and despair, made articulate. It is 
“deep calling to deep’”—and the 
answer is far more important than 
the original call. 

It’s not what it does for you that 
determines the success or failure 
of writing—but what it doeg to the 
other fellow. So those who write 
to serve their own egotism had 
much better learn how to make 
good waffles. 

But for those who write because 
they cannot help it—there is no 
greater or more profitable adven- 
ture than the written word. That 
word may never be published—may 
never be fit to publish—but to 
them that does not matter. They 
will soon find that one crude 
paragraph that honestly fumbles 
for the truth will do more for them 
than 20 volumes of printed chit- 
chat. For by that fumbling they 
will be lifted far above their own 
limitations and weakness into that 
quickening heart and mind which

Melt two tablespoons bacon drip- 
pings in a heavy iron skillet, place 
veal in skillet, and brown well on 
both sides. Sprinkle both sides 
with salt, add about one-fourth cup 
water, cover tightly, and simmer 
very gently until perfectly tender, 
one and one-half to two hours. Add 
more hot water from time to time 
as needed. 


When done, remove meat to hot

East can scarcely be blamed 
for doubling the four spade con- 
tract in view of his own
